Compromise Vote 
On Deregulation 
Possible Today 


WASHINGTON < AP) - The Senate, 
its tumultuous filibuster on natural gas 
prices at an end. is nearing a vote on a 
compromise deregulation plan that the 
Carter administration is accepting 
reluctantly. 


After weeks of firmly rejecting all 
pricing schemes calling for lifting 
federal controls, White House energy 
advisers say they will not oppose 
deregulation beginning in 19 87, at least 
in the Senate. 


A vote was possible today on the 
newest compromise proposal, spon­ 
sored by Sen. Henry M. Jackson, 
chairm an of the Senate Energy 
Committee. Jackson suggested a $2.03 
ceiling rising to $3.36 by the end of 19 86 , 
with price controls lapsing on Jan. 1, 
19 87. 


The finale to a 13-day legislative 
deadlock came Monday after Senate 
leaders enlisted the help of Vice 
President Walter F. Mondale, who 
used sharp parliam entary tactics 
against filibuster leaders.

successful maneuvers of Abourezk and 
Metzenbaum in preventing conclusive 
votes on deregulation. 
While the two senators carried a 
militant anti-gas industry- banner, 
White House supporters sought a 
middle ground which would retain 
controls, but at a price high enough to 
attract the few votes needed to win. 
Two test votes had demonstrated 
that a deregulation plan sponsored by 
Sens. Lloyd Bentsen, D-Texas, and 
Jam es Pearson, K-Kan., would have 
passed if allowed to come to a vote. 
But on Monday, the unspoken 
alliance between the filibuster leaders 
and the White House came to a halt.

While Majority Leader Robert C. 
Byrd 
had

The House has approved continued 
regulation with a $1.75 price ceiling per 
thousand cubic feet of new natural gas 
and Byrd expects a House-Senate 
conference couunittee to knock out 
deregulation even if voted by the 
Senate. 
To speed the elimination of amend­ 
ments, Byrd arranged Monday for 
Mondale to play his role as Senate 
presiding officer. 
At Byrd’s request, the vice president 
ruled 32 consecutive amendments out 
of order while senator after senator 
shouted for recognition only to be 
ignored. 
Senators other than Abourezk and 
Metzenbaum, plainly angered at tile 
tactics, accused Byrd and Mondale of 
steamrolling the rights of a Senate 
minority.

East-West Conference Opens Today 
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BELGRADE, Yugoslavia (AP) — 
The Belgrade conference on East-West 
relations opened here today with 
warnings 
from 
host 
country 
Yugoslavia and U.N. Secretary- 
General Hurt Waldheim that a rapidly 
spreading arms race is jeopardizing 
progress toward detente. 
The 35 nations that met in Helsinki in 
1975 to sign an agreement on peace and 
security convened here to assess the 
application of that agreement on fields 
ranging from human 
rights to 
notification of military maneuvers by 
NATO and Warsaw Pact nations. 
In a message to the conferees, 
President Tito of Yugoslavia deplored 
“ hesitations” 
in 
applying 
the 
agreements and “the continuation of 
the armament race which not only 
deepens differences but threatens to 
race out of control.” 
Tito’s statement was read to an 
audience in the modernistic Sava 
Congress Center on the outskirts of 
Belgrade. 
Waldheim pointed out in a message 
read by his representative, Winspeare 
Guicciardi, that “the participants in 


Belgrade account for more than 80 per 
cent of the global annual arms ex­ 
penditures. 


“ As the major powers have made no 
progress in actual reduction of their 
arsenals, but tiave continued to expand 
and refine them, the arms race has 
proven increasingly difficult to confine 
geographically,” 
the 
Waldheim 
message said. 


Yugoslav Foreign Minister Milos 
Mime repeated his country’s moderate 
approach to human rights issues in 
what observers interpreted as a bid to 
head off an East-West confrontation on 
the subject and discuss, 
instead, 
proposals to put more weight behind 
provisions in the existing agreement. 


"In our opinion, the problem of 
human rights cannot be isolated from 
historical, political, economic, social, 
cultural and othej- circum stances 
wtiich are different in every country,” 
Mink said. 


The United States is reported 
planning to press the Communist 
countries for further easing of Eastern 


restrictions on travel and emigration. 
The chief U S delegate, Arthur J. 
Goldberg, said on his arrival Monday 
he would not seek a confrontation with 
Ute Soviets.

The Helsinki accords, signed in July 
1975 by the United States, Canada, Hie 
Soviet Union and 32 other European 
countries, contained prom ises of 
greater civil liberties rn Soviet bloc 
countries in exchange for Western 
recognition of the post-World War II 
borders rn Eastern Europe.

The leading spokesman for Soviet 
dissidents, Andrei Sakharov, said ut a 
message to the belgrade delegates 
that the Soviet government was 
violating human rights as a test of the 
West’s “ firmness and consistency.”

Werden said he was appointed by 
Iiore Maecarone, Hamilton Cou nty 
civ il defense director, to complete his 
report by Friday . 
“1 nev er heard a warning signal bu t 
I did hear the roar of a tornado,” said

WASHINGTON (AP) - A former 
Ohio State Univ ersity stu dent con­ 
v icted of the mu rder of Martin lather 
King Jr.’s mother has been refu sed a 
rev iew of his death sentence by the 
U.S. Su preme Cou rt. 
Marcu s Way ne Chenau lt, 26, was 
fou nd gu ilty Sept. 12, 1974, of mu r­ 
dering Alberta King, mother of the 
slain civ il rights leader, and Edward 
Boy kins, a deacon of the Ebenezer 
Baptist Chu rch in Atlanta. 
The cou rt refu sed withou t comment 
Monday to hear Chenau lt's claim that 
the presiding ju dge at his mu rder trial 
v iolated his constitu tional rights by 
allowing the same ju ry to determine 
Chenau lt’s competency to stand trial 
and also to decide his gu ilt or in­ 
nocence. 
Trial 
testimony 
showed 
that 
Chenau lt opened fire du ring a Ju ne 30, 
1974, serv ice at the chu rch, where the 
Rev . Martin Lu ther King Sr. is pastor. 
Mrs. King was play ing the chu rch 
organ that day , not far from where 
Chenau lt had taken a seat. 
On the day his trial began, Chenau lt 
pleaded innocent by reason of insanity . 
He receiv ed a mental competency 
ex amination, bu t the trial ju dge, 
Lu ther Alv erson, dev iated from 
Georgia law by not impaneling a 
special, separate ju ry to determine his 
competency to stand trial. 
The 5 th U.S. Circu it of Appeals 
u pheld Chenau lt’s conv iction and 
sentence of death in the electric chair. 
The appeals cou rt said he failed to 
raise a bona fide dou bt of his com­ 
petence to stand trial and therefore the 
ju dge’s failu re to impanel the special 
ju ry was irrelev ant. 
Chenau lt based his appeal on a 1966 
Su preme Cou rt decision in an Illinois 
case in which the cou rt ov ertu rned a 
conv iction becau se, in part, the 
defendant was not giv en a separate 
competency hearing before a ju ry . 
Chenau lt’s appeal claimed that 
sev eral other trial cou rt errors denied 
him a fair trial, bu t each contention 
was fou nd lacking by the appeals 
cou rt. 
The Georgia legislatu re enacted a 
death penalty law in 1974 before 
Chenau lt’s conv iction. The statu te was 
u pheld by the Su preme Cou rt in 1976.

Chenault 
Denied 
Review 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A former 
Ohio State University student con­ 
victed of the murder of Martin Luther 
King Jr.’s mother has been refused a 
review of his death sentence by the 
U.S. Supreme Court. 
Marcus Wayne Chenault, 26, was 
found guilty Sept. 12, 1974, of mur­ 
dering Alberta King, mother of the 
slain civil rights leader, and Edward 
Boykins, a deacon of the Ebenezer 
Baptist Church in Atlanta. 
The court refused without comment 
Monday to hear Chenault’s claim that 
the presiding judge at his murder trial 
violated his constitutional rights by 
allowing the same jury to determine 
Chenault’s competency to stand trial 
and also to decide his guilt or in­ 
nocence. 
Trial 
testim ony 
showed 
that 
Chenault opened fire during a June 30, 
1974, service at the church, where the 
Rev. Martin Luther King Sr. is pastor. 
Mrs. King was playing the church 
organ that day, not far from where 
Chenault had taken a seat. 
On the day his trial began, Chenault 
pleaded innocent by reason of insanity. 
He received a mental competency 
examination, but the trial judge. 
Luther Alverson, deviated from 
Georgia law by not impaneling a 
special, separate jury to determine his 
competency to stand trial. 
The 5th U.S. Circuit of Appeals 
upheld C henault’s conviction and 
sentence of death in the electric chair. 
The appeals court said he failed to 
raise a bona fide doubt of his com­ 
petence to stand trial and therefore the 
judge’s failure to impanel the special 
jury was irrelevant. 
Chenault based his appeal on a 1966 
Supreme Court decision in an Illinois 
case in which the court overturned a 
conviction because, in part, the 
defendant was not given a separate 
competency hearing before a jury. 
Chenault’s appeal claim ed that 
several other trial court errors denied 
him a fair trial, but each contention 
was found lacking by the appeals 
court. 
The Georgia legislature enacted a 
death penalty law in 1974 before 
Chenault’s conviction. The statute was 
upheld by the Supreme Court in 1976.

Farm Bill 
W ill Not 
Stem Unrest 


The Food and Agriculture Act of 
1977, signed into law today 
by 
President Carter, will not stem farm 
unrest even though it has a number of 
constructive features which will be 
helpful to the nation’s farmers, J. Mike 
Louiso, president of Ohio Farmers 
Union, said today. 
“The minimum price support levels 
in the new law, although a measurable 
improvement 
over 
the 
recom­ 
mendations 
with 
Which 
the 
agricultural committees began last 
January, fall far short of what is 
needed to keep farmers in production 
in 1978 and subsequent years,” Louiso 
said. 
“No one should expect farm unrest 
to fade away now that the farm bill has 
been signed,” Louiso remarked. 
“Protests will erupt and likely ac­ 
celerate until something positive is 
done either administratively or by 
Congress to bolster farm prices and 
income.” 
Louiso termed the new law a base 
upon which to build and said the 
signing of the measure should be the 
signal for a start on improving the 
support levels in the four-year farm 
statute. 
“Much can be done to help farmers 
administratively if there is a will to 
aggressively use the tools and powers 
now available to the government,” he 
declared. “Much also depends on 
whether the set-aside and the grain 
reserve are used merely to stop a 
further decline in farm prices, or 
whether they are used actively to 
reverse the decline and turn prices 
back upward to levels which are fair in 
terms of production and living costs.

We are still bu ilding and bu y ing 
hou ses and cars and we are making 
prog ress in resolv ing some of ou r 
pollu tion problems and we are en­ 
forcing equ ality and redu cing inflation 
and making plans to inv est in new 
plants. 


It is tru e that economic ex pansion is 
slowing , bu t so far there is v ery little to 
indicate an actu al shrinking of the 
economy is to be ex pected. A slowing 
of ex pansion is still ex pansion. It is 
g rowth, albeit at a slower rate. 
That said, there are some v ery real 
problems, as disting u ished from fears, 
that we will hav e to deal with ov er the 
nex t few y ears, and the solu tions 
aren’t g oing to come easily . When did 
they ev er? 
What is to be done with u nfair 
foreig n competition, especially from 
Japan? Talk to bu sinessmen today and 
they easily rev eal their ang er abou t, 
and ev en their terror of Japanese 
im ports. Steels, cars, electronic 
equ ipment. 


Some if not most of America’s best 
brand names in consu mer electronics 
hav e g iv en u p the attempt to compete 
with the Japanese. Instead they are 
contracting with them to produ ce 
g oods abroad to which are then affix ed 
American brand names. 
Meanwhile, American 
steel and 
electronics equ ipment makers are 
lay ing off workers, some of them 
claiming at the same time that the 


Japanese are ex porting produ cts at 
below their tru e produ ction costs. 
Bu sinessmen are also complaining 
abou t harassment from a strictly 
dom estic 
sou rce. 
Gov ernm ent 
reg u lation, they say , has reached the 
point where it is dictating produ ction, 
handcu ffing marketing and adding to 
inflation. 
Small bu siness too has its com­ 
plaints. Not only is it being cru shed by 
big bu siness and big labor, say s its 
spokesmen, bu t it is being inu ndated 
by 
g ov ernm ent 
paperwork 
requ irements which, the spokesmen 
u nderscore, is a nonprodu ctiv e task. 
You ng sters are u pset abou t their 
inability to crack the labor force. 
Those in their 60s are now determined 
to stay a while long er, now that 
discriminatory retirement edicts are 
g iv ing way . And therein is a seriou s 
problem. 
When one ex ecu tiv e, for ex ample, 
decides to stay on for fiv e y ears 
bey ond the old retirement ag e of 65, he 
cau ses to back u p behind him scores of 
other ex ecu tiv es who had ex pected to 
mov e u p a notch in the company . 
Of immediate consequ ence, delay ed 
retirements will make it all the more 
difficu lt to cu t into teen-ag e u nem­ 
ploy m ent, which has become a 
worldwide problem loaded with 
possible political consequ ences, in 
radicalism, for instance. 

We 
hav en’t solv ed ou r energ y shortag e.

It is g enerally ag reed that there is no 
sing le cau se of heart attacks and 
strokes for it is acknowledg ed that 
heredity , sex , ag e, and race play an 
important role. 
It is definitely acknowledg ed that 
cig arette smoking , obesity , sev ere 
emotional stress, and lack of ex ercise 
are prominent risk factors. 
Hig h blood pressu re, hig h lev els of 
fat in the blood, marked increase of 
cholesterol and trig ly cerides in the 
blood, and diabetes are important 
c ontribu tors to diseases of the heart 
and the blood-v ascu lar sy stem. 
Unfortu nately , not 
all of these 
factors can be controlled. Heredity , 
sex , ag e, and race cannot be chang ed. 
Bu t cig arette smoking , ov erweig ht, 
emotional stress, and lack of ex ercise 
can definitely be altered. 
Hig h 
blood 
pressu re, 
hig h 
cholesterol, and diabetes can 
be 
controlled once these conditions hav e 
been flu shed from hiding and hav e 
been intensiv ely treated. 
So there is no v alidity to the idea that 
what is g oing to be is g oing to be. For 
the chances are g reat that heart 
disease and stroke can be redu ced 
enormou sly if the controllable factors 
are g iv en the consideration they 
deserv e. 
Nowhere in the entire field of 
medicine can it be said that prev entiv e 
medicine is as important as it is in 
relation to heart attacks and stroke. 
This prev ention mu st start early in 
childhood. A fat infant becomes a fat 
adolescent and almost alway s an obese 


adu lt. Dietary prog rams mu st be in­ 
stitu ted early so that they become part 
of adu lt dietary behav ior. 
Diets liberal with eg g s, ice cream, 
and dairy fats mu st be replaced by 
more fru its, nu ts, g rains, and leafy 
g reen v eg etables. Hig h cholesterol 
meats su ch a^ ham, pork, fatty beef, 
and cold cu ts can be replaced by low- 
cholesterol meats and fish. Tu rkey and 
chicken are ex cellent su bstitu tes. 
Poly -u nsatu rated fats are liqu id oils of 
v eg etable and plant orig in. Corn, 
safflower, soy beans, and sesame seed 
oils are ex cellent. Not that coconu t oil 
is an ex ception. It is hig hly satu rated 
Tobacco, 
especially 
cig arette 
tobacco, is a controllable menace. 
With time and ceaseless edu cational 
campaig ns, perhaps one day sanity 
may be introdu ced into the liv es of 
y ou ng people who wou ld prefer a long 
life of health to a 
shorter one 
cu lminating in a heart attack.

Speaking Of Your Health

It is generally agreed that there is no 
single cause of heart attacks and 
strokes for it is acknowledged that 
heredity, sex, age, and race play an 
important role. 
It is definitely acknowledged that 
cigarette smoking, obesity, severe 
emotional stress, and lack of exercise 
are prominent risk factors. 
High blood pressure, high levels of 
fat in the blood, marked increase of 
cholesterol and triglycerides in the 
blood, and diabetes are important 
contributors to diseases of the heart 
and the blood-vascular system. 
Unfortunately, not all of these 
factors can be controlled. Heredity, 
sex, age, and race cannot be changed. 
But cigarette smoking, overweight, 
emotional stress, and lack of exercise 
can definitely be altered. 
High 
blood 
pressure, 
high 
cholesterol, and diabetes can be 
controlled once these conditions have 
been flushed from hiding and have 
been intensively treated. 
So there is no validity to the idea that 
what is going to be is going to be. For 
the chances are great that heart 
disease and stroke can be reduced 
enormously if the controllable factors 
are given the consideration they 
deserve. 
Nowhere in the entire field of 
medicine can it be said that preventive 
medicine is as important as it is in 
relation to heart attacks and stroke. 
This prevention must start early in 
childhood. A fat infant becomes a fat 
adolescent and almost always an obese 


adult. Dietary programs must be in­ 
stituted early so that they become part 
of adult dietary behavior. 
Diets liberal with eggs, ice cream, 
and dairy fats must be replaced by 
more fruits, nuts, grains, and leafy 
green vegetables. High cholesterol 
meats such a's ham, pork, fatty beef, 
and cold cuts can be replaced by low- 
cholesterol meats and fish. Turkey and 
chicken are excellent substitutes. 
Poly-unsaturated fats are liquid oils of 
vegetable and plant origin. Corn, 
safflower, soy beans, and sesame seed 
oils are excellent. Not that coconut oil 
is an exception. It is highly saturated. 
Tobacco, 
especially 
cigarette 
tobacco, is a controllable menace. 
With time and ceaseless educational 
campaigns, perhaps one day sanity 
may be introduced into the lives of 
young people who would prefer a long 
life of health to a shorter one 
culminating in a heart attack. 
Most intriguing to me is the great 
number of obese, cigarette-smoking 
adults who cannot believe they are 
expendable and will not alter their 
patterns of living. 
Once they are stricken by a heart 
attack and brought to the emergency 
room of a hospital and taken to the 
intensive coronary care unit, a magic 
wand seems to be waved over them. 
They stop smoking, they go on a 900 
calorie a day diet, and learn that their 
office can function as well, and 
perhaps better, without them. Must 
one come close to dying to learn to 
live? 
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Before recessing at the end of a two- 
week legislative session, the Ohio 
General Assembly completed work on 
legislation that will give low-income 
elderly and disabled persons a 
discount on winter heating bills. 
The legislation, House Bill 230 
sponsored by Representative Dennis 
Eckart (Euclid), was considered a 
priority bill during the September 
session and seemingly had the 
universal support of senior citizen 
groups. 
Under the bill, householders whose 
total income does not exceed $7,000 and 
who are either at least 65 years of age 
or totally disabled, will be eligible for 
the heating bill discounts which will 
amount to 25 per cent of their bills 
during the next two heating seasons. 
An advisory committee created by the 
legislature will review the discount 
plan and recommend to the legislature 
whether the discounts should be ex­ 
tended beyond the 1978-79 heating 
season. 
Homeowners who apply and qualify 
for a homestead exemption and earn 
$7,000 or less will automatically be 
eligible for the heating bill discounts 
and will be sent information by her 
county auditor. Others who wish to 
establish eligibly for this winter must 
file an application before November 
15, 1977, with the State Tax Com­ 
missioner, 30 East Broad Street, 
Columbus, Ohio 43215. 
Qualified householders who heat 
with natural gas, pipeline propane or 
electricity will receive a credit 
amounting to 25 per cent of their 
December, January, February, March 
and April heating bills. The credits will 
appear on their bills. The state will 
then reimburse the utilities for the 
discounts at the end of the heating 
season. 
Those eligible persons who heat with 
fuel oil, bottled gas, coal, wood or 
kerosene will receive a cash credit up 
to $87.50 provided, of course, that their 
heating costs exceed that amount. The 
cash credit will be paid directly to 
them by the State Auditor at the end of 
the heating season. 
The money for the heating bill 
discounts will come from the state’s 
general revenue fund which, in turn, 
will be compensated by accelerating 
collection of the excise taxes on gas, 


electric and pipeline companies in 
Ohio. 
With final legislative approval 
completed, House Bill 230 will go to the 
Governor to be signed into law within 
the next several days.

Unless renewed by the legislature, the 
utility credit will expire after the 
winter 1978-79 heating season. 
Several bills dealing with alcoholic 
beverages were also passed this week 
by the Senate. Among these was 
Amended House Bill 190, which would 
require the Department of Liquor 
Control to deny the transfer of location 
of a retail liquor permit if the transfer 
would be detrimental to the new 
location. This bill passed by a 29-2 vote. 
Also passed, by a vote of 22-8, was a bill 
to allow local option elections on the 
question of whether or not to permit 
carry-out sales of malt beverages, 
wine, and mixed beverages on Sun­ 
days. This legislation is permissive 
only and the local conununity will have 
to approve any requests to permit 
Sunday sales of beer and wine. 
Substitute Senate Bill 202 — referred 
to as the “ hospital patient’s bill of 
rights" — was passed on Thursday by 
a comfortable 27-4 vote. The bill is 
designed to allow patients, or a person 
of their choice, to have access to 
medical records concerning the 
patient's ailment and its treatment. 
The Senate also approved a bill to 
provide identification cards for non­ 
drivers in Ohio. Substitute House Bill 
90, also approved by a 274 margin, 
would require the Registrar of Motor 
Vehicles to issue I.D. cards to persons 
18 years old or older who are not 
licensed to drive a motor vehicle. 
Several bills dealing with the critical 
problems of funding Ohio schoos were 
on the Senate calendar this week. 
Amended Senate Bill 358, which would 
allow any school district which passes 
a school levy this fall to borrow from 
next year’s anticipated revenues 
without a three week delay for com­ 
petitive bids, was approved by a vote 
of 29-0. It is estimated that this bill will 
keep about a dozen Ohio schools from 
closing this fall.

October is the peak period for ap­ 
ples. 
Choose your favorite apple — a 
fragrant Winesap, a juicy Stayman, a 
tart Northern Spy . . . each variety has 
its own appeal. And the versatile apple 
can lend flavor to your main course, 
salad, bread, or dessert. 
Like other fruits, apples contain 
some vitamins and minerals. Bottled 
or canned apple juice may be fortified 
with vitamin C. 
An apple, eaten raw, makes a 
pleasant, low-calorie snack or dessert. 
A medium-size apple contains only 70 
calories. 
The large assortment of apples at 
retail markets provides a variety for 
every need. It’s a good idea to learn to 
recognize some of the most popular 
varieties. 
Tehre are many good all-purpose 
apples, plus others especially suited 
for preparing in certain ways. 
Apples that “ go to pieces” when 
cooked are usually best 
for ap­ 
plesauce; those that keep their shape 
are best for baking whole. Tart apples 
are good for cooking; sweeter apples, 
for eating raw. Early summer apples 
are especially good in applesauce and 
pies because they’re likely to be juicy, 
tart, and quick-cooking. 
Be sure to buy good-quality apples. 
Those that are mature when picked 
have the best flavor and texture. They 
should be firm and crisp, have a good 
color, and be free from defects. 
Most apples are marketed by grade, 
and many retail packages show 
variety, grade, and size, U.S. grades 
for apples are U.S. Extra Fancy, U.S. 
Fancy, U.S. No. 1, and combinations of 
these grades. U.S. No. 2 is a less 
desirable grade. Apples from the far 
western states are usually marketed 
under State grades which are similar 
to Federal grades. 
Fresh apples and other fruits can 
develop bruises, blemishes, or other 
defects because of poor growth or 
rough handling. They are sometimes 
available at bargain prices. 
Only perfect apples should be stored 
for later use. Use apples with bruises, 
skin breaks, or decayed spots as soon 
as possible. 
Store slightly underripe apples for 2 
weeks or less in a cool place, 60 
degrees to 70 degrees F., to ripen. 
Apples that are ripe enough for 
eating 
will 
keep 
in 
your 
home 
refrigerator for a week or longer. 
Place them in the humidifier com­ 
partment or in a moisture-resistant 
container, such as a polyethylene bag. 
Fru it 
needs 
some 
ventilation, 
however. The polyethylene bags in 
which apples are sometimes pur­ 
chased have small holes. 
If you 


prepare your own bags of storing 
apples, cut a few scattered half-inch 
holes. 
Most varieties of apples will keep 
several months if stored at lower 
temperatures. Freezing will lower the 
quality of apples. 
Raw apples may darken when the 
cut 
surface 
is 
exposed 
to 
air, 
especially if the fruit has touched the 
iron in a knife or blade or chopper. 
Protect cut apples from darkening by 
mixing with fruit juice — lemon, 
orange, grapefruit, or pineapple — 
before adding other ingredients.

Selecting Quality Apples 


October is the peak period for ap­ 
ples. 
Choose your favorite apple — a 
fragrant Winesap, a juicy Stayman, a 
tart Northern Spy . . . each variety has 
its own appeal. And the versatile apple 
can lend flavor to your main course, 
salad, bread, or dessert. 
Like other fruits, apples contain 
some vitamins and minerals. Bottled 
or canned apple juice may be fortified 
with vitamin C. 
An apple, eaten raw, makes a 
pleasant, low-calorie snack or dessert. 
A medium-size apple contains only 70 
calories. 
The large assortment of apples at 
retail markets provides a variety for 
every need. Ifs a good idea to learn to 
recognize some of the most popular 
varieties. 
Tehre are many good all-purpose 
apples, plus others especially suited 
for preparing in certain ways. 
Apples that “go to pieces” when 
cooked are usually best for ap­ 
plesauce; those that keep their shape 
are best for baking whole. Tart apples 
are good for cooking; sweeter apples, 
for eating raw. Early summer apples 
are especially good in applesauce and 
pies because they’re likely to be juicy, 
tart, and quick-cooking. 
, 
Be sure to buy good-quality apples. 
Those that are mature when picked 
have the best flavor and texture. They 
should be firm and crisp, have a good 
color, and be free from defects. 
Most apples are marketed by grade, 
and many retail packages show 
variety, grade, and size, U.S. grades 
for apples are U.S. Extra Fancy, U.S. 
Fancy, U.S. No. I, and combinations of 
these grades. U.S. No. 2 is a less 
desirable grade. Apples from the far 
western states are usually marketed 
under State grades which are similar 
to Federal grades. 
Fresh apples and other fruits can 
develop bruises, blemishes, or other 
defects because of poor growth or 
rough handling. They are sometimes 
available at bargain prices. 
Only perfect apples should be stored 
for later use. Use apples with bruises, 
skin breaks, or decayed spots as soon 
as possible. 
Store slightly underripe apples for 2 
weeks or less in a cool place, 60 
degrees to 70 degrees F., to ripen. 
Apples that are ripe enough for 
eating will keep in 
your 
home 
refrigerator for a week or longer. 
Place them in the humidifier com­ 
partment or in a moisture-resistant 
container, such as a polyethylene bag. 
Fruit 
needs 
some 
ventilation, 
however. The polyethylene bags in 
which apples are sometimes pur­ 
chased have small holes. If you 


prepare your own bags of storing 
apples, cut a few scattered half-inch 
I ides. 
Most varieties of apples will keep 
several months if stored at lower 
temperatures. Freezing will lower the 
quality of apples. 
Raw apples may darken when the 
cut 
surface 
is 
exposed 
to 
air, 
especially if the fruit has touched the 
iron in a knife or blade or chopper. 
Protect cut apples from darkening by 
mixing with fruit juice — lemon, 
orange, grapefruit, or pineapple — 
before adding other ingredients.

Free Agent 
Season Near

With the regular season over, the 
free-agent season can’t be far behind. 
Like Christmas, that’s the season to be 
jolly for a handful of players who can 
command high bidding for their ser­ 
vices. 
It’s also the season of good cheer for 
teams that can fill weak spots by 
signing top-notch free agents without 
giving up comparable .players. Of 
course, they will probably need a pile 
of green stuff as high as a giant 
Christmas tree. 
As of today, there are potentially 64 
players eligible for the second annual 
re-entry draft Nov. 4. (That figure does 
not include the two dozen or so players 
who were minor leaguers for all or 
much of the 1977 season.) 
About a dozen of the 64 major 
leaguers can be considered blue- 
chippers who will stimulate the laws of 
economics and the competitive juices 
of the baseball owners looking for the 
winning edge. 
Twenty-three of the 64 players 
snipped off their chains by not signing 
1977 baseball contracts. The rest are 
six-year veterans whose contracts, 
signed after Aug. 9,1976, expired after 
the current season. 
Need a big home run hitter who will 
stop the pitchers from laughing at your 
powder-puff lineup? 
You don’t have to look much further 
than Richie Zisk (30 homers, 101 
RBIs), Larry Hisle (27 homers and an 
American League-leading 119 RBIs) or 
Dave Kingman (26 homers and 78 
RBIs for four different teams this 
season.) 
Zisk, Hisle and Kingman, all out­ 
fielders, represent the top right- 
handed sluggers. If your lineup lacks a 
left-handed swinger who can bust 
fences and end ball games, Oscar 
Gamble is your man. Gamble, an

NEW YORK (AP) - The New York 
Yankees go into the American League 
playoffs against Kansas City Wed­ 
nesday, technically one player short of 
the 25-man limit. But actually, the 
East Division champions have far 
fewer usuable men than the 24 their 
roster lists. 
Included among the 
Yankees 
eligibles are pitchers Ken Holtzman, 
Catfish Hunter and Ken Clay, none of 
whom are likely to see any meaningful 
action. 
Holtzman has pitched only once 
since Aug. 13 and appeared in only 18 
games all season. His lone appearance 
in the last seven weeks was in a mop- 
up role during a 19-3 loss to Toronto on 
Sept. IO. That same game marked the 
last appearance of Hunter, who is 
suffering from what the Yankees call a 
hernia and is questionable at best after 
going more than three weeks without 
work. Clay, a rookie, has been used in 
just 20 games, almost exclusively in 
mop-up situations to save more im­ 
portant pitchers for later games. 
Remove those three and the 
shrinking Yankee roster dips to 21. But 
that includes infielder Mickey Mutts, 
who played all year at Syracuse of the 
International League and is eligible for 
the playoffs only by a quirk. Mutts was 
called up to the Yankees when third 
baseman Graig Nettles injured a knee 
and the rookie happened to be with the 
parent club on Aug. 31, the date post­ 
season rosters are frozen. His New 
York appearances this season com­ 
prise a total of just five games. 
Then there are two other infielders, 
both with the club all season, who have 
been used most sparingly. Fred 
Stanley, last year’s regular shortstop, 
has appeared in 48 games as a backup 
for bucky Dent this season. He has a 
total of 12 hits — two of them in the 
final game of the regular season. 
Rookie George Zeber has appeared in 
just 25 games as the backup man for 
second baseman Willie Randolph. 
Also among the eligibles is catcher 
Fran Healy, whose main contribution 
to the Yankees cause this season has 
been wanning up pitchers in the 
bullpen. Healy has been in only 27 
games. 
With the Yankees already short a 
man because of the mid-September 
sale of Carlos May to California, the 
club petitioned AL President Lee 
MacPhail for pennission to fill the 
roster vacancy. MacPhail rejected the 
request and Yankees owner George 
Stembrenner and President Gabe Paul 


charged that he was pressured into 
refusing to allow New York to add a 
25th player. 
Nobody is enjoying the Yankee 
roster wrangle more than Royals’ 
Manager Whitey Herzog, who made 
his last trip to New York under duress. 
That was in late August when KC had 
to make a one-day stopover at Yankee 
Stadium to make up a game that was 
postponed in late July. The Royals 
argued that the game should never 
have been postponed originally and 
was called by the Yankees because 
New York was experiencing pitching 
problems and needed a day off. 
Herzog made a symbolic protest that

Some of them voted against the 
committee before. 
But, in a letter to all other senators, 
they say that their resolution “ is 
meant to convey our current strong 
feeling that the work of the committee 
has been of extraordinary usefulness 
during the last several months and 


should continue.” 
The committee staff planned its 1977 
schedule of projects and hearings after 
it lost the January battle, focusing on a 
publication called “ Dietary Goals for 
the United States.” 
That report is to be supplemented 
with additional comments in a booklet 
now at the printers, with five other 
large publications also being drafted 
that probably will receive widespread 
publicity. 
The dietary-goals project has been 
embraced by nutritionists and some 
doctors, criticized by the American 
Medical Association as too general and 
blasted by cattle ranchers and others 
who felt their products were unfairly 
maligned. 
But supporters of the committee, 
which is the key point of government 
access for the food-aid advocates 
known as the “ hunger lobby,” say 
privately they think they can get the 
extension passed if enough letters 
come in to back it. 
Their biggest asset, one staff 
member said, is the deficit in the 
government now: there is no one 
central focus for human nutrition 
policy in either the executive or 
legislative branches except the panel.
